Having traced the guffaw to its lair 
with the exactness of cold science, Al- 
mack concludes that to the average 
reader the most mirthful subjects of

times as funny as the League of N a­ 
tions, and babies, back seat drivers 
and millionaires rank abreast in the 
ratio of risibility.
